RULES,  &c. 


Rulb  1 .  That  this  Society  he  denominated  “  The  Masons’ 
Sick  Society,”  who  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  the  house  of 
Eliza  Hitchens,  Golden  Ball,  Campo-lane,  Sheffield,  in  the 
County  of  York,  or  at  any  other  place  the  Society  at  a  general 
meeting  convened  for  that  purpose  shall  appoint, — notice  to  be 
given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  seven  days  prior  to,  or  seven 
days  after,  such  removal. 

2.  That  the  intents  and  purposes  for  which  this  Society  is 
established  are  to  provide  for  the  mutual  relief  of  its  Members- 
in  sickness,  infirmity,  and  old  age,  and  for  their  decent  inter¬ 
ment  after  death,  and  also  to  raise  a  fund  for  that  purpose  by 
monthly  subscription. 

3.  That  this  Society  shall  be  governed  by  one  President,  two 
Wardens,  and  twelve  Assistants,  and  that  the  said  President, 
Wardens,  and  Assistants  shall  provide  a  strong  box,  or  chest, 
with  three  locks  and  keys,  where  the  books,  cash,  and  other 
things  belonging  to  the  Society  shall  be  deposited,  the  President 
and  Wardens  shall  each  of  them  have  a  key,  and  no  money  shall 
be  taken  from  the  box  but  when  some  of  the  Assistants  are  pre¬ 
sent,  two  at  least. 

4.  That  the  President  shall  continue  in  office  one  year  only, 
the  elder  Warden  to  succeed  the  President,  the  younger  to  suc¬ 
ceed  the  elder,  a  new  W  arden  to  be  chosen  by  the  Members 
from  the  Assistants  or  Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  President  and  Wardens,  for  that  purpose  the  President,. 
Wardens,  and  Assistants,  for  the  time  being,  to  choose  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  Assistant  from  the  whole  body,  the  Assistants  to  serve 
office  one  year. 

5.  That  the  President,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  shall  be  at 
the  Club-room  precisely  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  every  month,  that  being  the  General  Meeting 
night,  to  transact  business  ;  if  the  Key-holders,  Clerk,  and 
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Beadle  neglect  to  attend  at  the  time  appointed  they  shall  forfeit 
sixpence  each,  and  if  the  Assistants  neglect  to  attend  at  the 
above  time,  they  shall  forfeit  twopence  each ;  if  the  Key-holders 
neglect  to  attend,  but  send  their  keys,  shall  forfeit  only  twopence 
each, — these  forfeits  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  yearly  accounts 
are  made  out,  or,  for  such  neglect,  shall  forfeit  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  to  the  funds. 

6.  That  if  the  President,  or  Wardens,  refuse  to  serve  their 
office  to  the  end  of  the  time  limited,  after  being  legally  chosen 
according  to  the  Pules  of  this  Society,  he  or  they,  for  such  re¬ 
fusal,  shall  forfeit  five  shillings  each  ;  and  if  any  of  the  Assis¬ 
tants  shall  refuse  to  serve,  being  chosen  as  above  prescribed,  shall 
forfeit  two  shillings  and  sixpence  each. 

7.  That  every  month,  by  rotation,  two  of  the  Assistants  shall 
be  appointed  to  visit  the  sick  once  every  week,  or  as  often  as  the 
President  may  think  necessary,  Sundays  excepted,  for  every 
neglect  shall  forfeit  sixpence ;  they  shall  likewise  attend  once 
a  week  upon  the  Cashier  for  orders,  and  for  such  neglect  shall 
forfeit  twopence.  The  President  shall  every  meeting  night  ex¬ 
amine  the  visiting  notes  to  ascertain  the  observance  of  this  Rule, 
and  for  the  breach  of  it,  to  enforce  its  fines,  for  not  performing 
this  the  President  shall  forfeit  sixpence. 

8.  That  the  President,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  enforce  the 
observance  of  these  Rules,  and  whatever  they  may  consult,  or  do 
among  themselves,  it  being  no  breach  of  a  fundamental  rule,  but 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  the  vindication  of  private  charac¬ 
ter,  and  the  saving  of  expence  to  the  Society — the  determination 
of  a  majority  of  three-fourths  shall  be  final. 

9.  That  the  President,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  be  allowed 
seven  shillings  and  sixpence  each  monthly  meeting  night  for 
expenses  of  the  evening,  such  expenses  to  be  paid  from  the 
funds  of  the  society. 

10.  If  the  President  shall  have  occasion  to  summon  the  War¬ 
dens  and  two  Assistants  together  for  any  further  money  for  the 
Cashier  to  pay  the  sick,  he  shall  give  them  one  day’s  notice  by  the 
Beadle,  and  if  any  one  refuse,  or  neglect  to  come,  shall  forfeit 
sixpence, — one  shilling  and  sixpence  allowed  for  the  expence, 
and  one  shilling  for  the  Beadle  for  warning  the  same. 

11.  That  a  Cashier  be  elected  from  the  Society  to  receive  all 
warnings,  pay  the  sick  and  funerals,  make  sick  lists  for  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  for  the  Assistants  who  have  to  visit  the  sick  while  on 
pay,  and  shall,  on  every  meeting  night,  publish,  in  writing,  tw® 


lists  of  the  Members  who  have  received  pay  during  the  month, 
and  also  of  those  who  remain  on  pay,  or,  for  such  neglect,  shall 
forfeit  five  shillings,  for  which  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  eight 
pounds  per  year,  the  said  Cashier  to  give  sufficient  security  in 
accordance  w'ith  10  Geo.  4th,  c,  56,  s.  11. 

N.B.  The  Cashier  to  reside  as  central  in  the  town  as 
possible. 

12.  That  the  Cashier  of  this  Society  shall  from  time  to  time 
receive  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  thought  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  the  sick,  and  shall  bring  in  its  accounts  every 
meeting  night,  or  at  any  other  time  when  required  by  the  Pre¬ 
sident  and  Assistants  to  show  how  much  he  hath  paid,  and  to 
whom,  which  shall  be  entered  into  the  Society’s  book  of  accounts, 
and  shall  then  receive  such  further  sums  as  shall  be  thought  ne¬ 
cessary  from  time  to  time  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

13.  That  a  Secretary  be  elected  from  the  Society,  whose 
business  shall  be,  in  addition  to  his  office,  to  collect  the  interest 
money  due  to  the  Society,  for  which  he  shall  receive  for  wages 
the  sum  of  five  guineas  per  annum. 

14.  That  the  Secretary  shall,  once  in  every  year,  prepare, 
pursuant  to  Geo.  4th,  c.  56,  s.  33,  a  statement  of  the  funds  and 
effects  of,  or  belonging  to  this  Society,  and  every  Member  may 
have  a  copy ;  the  Secretary  neglecting  to  make  such  statement 
shall  be  fined  five  shillings. 

15.  That  a  Beadle  be  elected  from  the  Society,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  wait  on  the  Cashier  twice  every  week,  and  visit  the 
sick  once  the  first  week,  for  which  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
four  pounds  four  shillings  per  year,  and  also  one  penny  from 
each  Member  on  the  general  meeting  night  in  each  year,  and 
also  for  extra  visiting,  such  as  Barlow’s  Island,  Highfield,  &c., 
sixpence  each  time,  to  Attercliffe,  &c.,  eightpence ;  and  all  visits 
of  three  miles  distance  one  shilling,  and  two  shillings  for  warning 
a  Committee  meeting. 

16.  That  the  Cashier,  Secretary,  and  Beadle  be  elected  an¬ 
nually,  the  nomination  of  the  three  officers  to  take  place  on  the 
meeting  nights  in  May  and  June  in  each  year,  when  any  Mem¬ 
ber  will  be  allowed  to  nominate  one  to  each  office,  and  the  Elec¬ 
tion  to  take  place  on  the  meeting  night  in  July, — the  persons 
elected  to  take  their  situations  on  the  meeting  night  in  August, 
the  last  Officers  eligible  for  re-election. 

17.  The  Cashier,  President,  Secretary,  and  Beadle  shall  make 
up  their  accounts  some  time  between  the  general  meeting  night 
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and  the  third  Monday  in  July,  for  the  examination  of  the  Com~ 
mittee,  or  for  such  neglect,  forfeit  five  shillings  each. 

18.  That  the  Cashier,  Secretary,  and  Beadle  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  at  the  time  appointed,  or,  for  every  such 
neglect,  forfeit  fourpence  each. 

19.  That  a  Committee  of  five  Members  be  appointed  from 
the  body  to  audit  the  accounts,  with  the  general  Officers  of  the 
Society,  and  to  give  their  assistance  when  required,  in  lending 
out  the  surplus  cash  on  mortgage,  to  be  chosen  as  follows  — 
Any  Member  being  allowed  to  propose  one  on  the  meeting  night 
in  May,  and  the  said  Committee  to  be  balloted  for  on  the  meet¬ 
ing  night  in  June  s  three  of  the  Committee  to  go  out  of  office 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  three  others  to  be  elected  in  their 
place ;  in  the  second  year  the  remaining  two  shall  go  out  of 
office,  and  two  more  elected  to  serve  in  their  place,  and  so  on 
alternately — the  said  Committee  to  attend  all  meetings  when 
required,  or  forfeit  sixpence  each. 

20.  Every  person  that  is  admitted  into  this  Society,  except 
Members’  sons,  shall  pay  for  entrance  as  follows : —

Members’  sons  and  sons-in-law  to  pay  two  shillings  and  six¬ 
pence  less  than  the  above  scale,  and  no  person  shall  be  admitted 
a  Member  till  he  has  made  a  personal  appearance,  and  any 
Member’s  son,  or  son-in-law,  who  hath  received  the  privilege 
before  mentioned,  and  shall  afterwards  exclude  himself,  he  shall 
not  enter  again  upon  the  same  terms  as  before,  but  shall  pay  the 
same  as  a  stranger. 

N.B.  Deceased  Members’  sons,  and  sons-in-law,  to  have 
the  same  privilege  as  if  the  father  was  living. 

21.  That  any  person  who  is  proposed  a  Member  of  this  So¬ 
ciety  shall  sign  a  declaration  that  he  is  free  from  any  bodily  in¬ 
firmity,  and  any  Member  having  any  bodily  infirmity  upon  him 
at  the  time  of  his  admittance,  and  it  is  afterwards  proved,  he 
shall  be  excluded  immediately. 

22.  Thai  every  Member  of  this  Society  shall  pay  one  shilling 
and  sixpence  per  month  contribution ;  if  any  Member  neglect 
to  pay  his  contribution  by  nine  o’clock  shall  forfeit,  for  the  first 
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might,  twopence  ;  for  the  two  successive  nights,  fourpence  ;  for 
three  nights,  sixpence ;  and  shall  have  five  days  allowed  to  pay 
the  same  to  the  Beadle,  who  shall  give  such  Member  notice,  for 
which  he  shall  pay  the  Beadle  twopence ;  if  not  paid  on  the 
fourth  meeting  night,  with  a  further  forfeit  of  sixpence,  he  shall 
he  excluded,  unless  a  majority  of  five-sixths  of  the  Assistants  (to 
whom  his  case  shall  be  submitted),  deem  it  expedient  to  allow 
him  a  fortnight  longer — then,  if  not  paid,  the  provisions  of  the 
Rule  shall  be  imperative. 

23.  That  if  any  Member  of  this  Society  be  sick  or  lame,  after 
he  has  been  in  one  year  (except  such  sickness  or  lameness  is 
brought  on  by  drunkenness,  gambling,  fighting,  or  any  other 
improper  course  of  life),  he  shall  receive  nine  shillings  per  week 
during  twelve  weeks,  if  so  long  incapable  of  working ;  if  he  con¬ 
tinue  longer  incapable,  he  shall  receive  four  shillings  and  six¬ 
pence  per  week  during  the  whole  time  of  his  unfitness  for  work. 
If  any  Member  continue  well  for  twelve  months  after  receiving- 
pay,  he  shall  be  entitled  again  to  twelve  weeks  full  pay,  but  if 
he  fall  sick  or  lame  within  twelve  months,  the  money  he  before 
received  shall  be  included  in  the  twelve  weeks  pay  ; — no  money 
paid  until  a  week  has  transpired  from  the  date  of  his  warning. 

24.  That  any  Member  claiming  the  Society’s  relief,  residing 
more  than  two  miles  from  Sheffield,  before  he  can  receive  such 
relief,  shall  send  a  Certificate  of  his  illness,  signed  by  a  Medical 
gentleman,  and  a  Minister  of  the  parish  in  which  he  then  resides, 
such  Certificate  to  be  renewed  every  fortnight ;  the  INI  ember  so 
applying  to  defray  all  expense  of  transmitting  such  information. 

N.B.  The  same  in  all  respects  is  to  be  understood  if  any 
Member  be  from  home,  or  on  a  journey. 

25.  That  any  Member  giving  notice  to  the  Cashier  for  relief 
shall  do  it  by  a  written  notice  (see  Form  at  the  end  of  Rules), 
signed  by  two  Club  members,  mentioning  the  place  of  his  abode, 
before  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  the  same  time  the  Cashier 
shall  deliver  to  him  a  ticket,  which  must  be  produced  every  time 
he  sends  for  his  pay,  and  given  up  when  he  gives  up  his  pay  ; 
and  if  found  working,  or  behaving  himself  unbecoming,  his  situa¬ 
tion,  with  such  ticket  in  his  possession,  he  shall  be  fined,  or  ex¬ 
cluded,  as  the  Assistants  shall  think  proper  ;  or  if  he  begin  to 
work,  or  behave  himself  unbecoming,  his  situation,  on  the  day 
hi3  pay  becomes  due,  shall  forfeit  five  shillings. 

26.  That  each  Member,  on  giving  notice  to  the  Cashier  for 
sick  pay,  shall  receive  a  note  to  fill  up,  stating  his  name,  place 
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of  abode,  bow  many  weeks’  pay  he  has  had,  and  how  many 
times  he  has  been  visited  during  the  preceding  month,  or  for 
every  such  neglect  forfeit  sixpence. 

27.  If  any  sick  Member,  having  received  one  week’s  pay,  be 
ordered  into  the  country  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  he  shall  be 
permitted  to  do  so  by  sending  a  Medical  Certificate  to  the 
Cashier  one  day  previous  to  him  leaving  Sheffield,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  pay  the  same  as  if  he  was  in  Sheffield ;  but  if  any 
person  should  go  into  the  country,  without  sending  a  Medical 
Certificate  to  the  Cashier,  he  shall  forfeit  his  claim  to  pay,  and 
give  notice  again  according  to  25th  Rule. 

N.B.  No  Medical  Assistant’s  note  will  be  accepted. 

28.  That  all  Members  receiving  the  benefit  of  this  Society, 
when  able  to  walk  out,  shall  apply  personally  to  the  Cashier  for 
their  pay,  and  any  one  refusing  to  attend,  his  pay  shall  be 
disallowed  until  he  satisfies  the  Cashier  why  he  has  not  at¬ 
tended. 

29.  That  if  any  Member  of  this  Society  shall  be  convicted  of 
felony  or  theft  by  a  verdict  of  his  countrymen,  he  shall  be  ex¬ 
cluded  immediately  ;  and  if  any  Member  be  cast  into  prison  for 
debt,  or  be  admitted  into  the  Poor-house,  or  any  Hospital,  Alms¬ 
house,  &e.  (except  the  Infirmary),  he  shall  neither  pay  to,  nor 
receive  any  benefit  from  the  society  during  his  residence  there, 
but  at  his  decease  his  representative  may  receive  his  funeral  al¬ 
lowance. 

N.B.  A  sick  Member  with  a  family  shall  be  allowed  to 
have  relief  from  the  parish  by  consent  of  the  act¬ 
ing  officers,  but  if  he  receive  relief  without  such 
consent,  he  shall  be  fined  or  excluded. 

30.  That  if  any  Member  die  when  he  hath  been  in  this  So¬ 
ciety  one  whole  year,  on  notice  being  given  to  the  Cashier,  he 
shall  pay  the  widow,  or  whom  he  may  appoint,  one  pound ;  and 
if  two  years,  two  pounds  ;  and  if  three  years,  three  pounds  ;  and 
if  four  years,  four  pounds ;  and  if  five  years,  five  pounds  ;  and  if 
six  years,  six  pounds  ;  and  if  seven  years,  seven  pounds  ;  and  if 
eight  years,  eight  pounds  ; — and  if  any  Member’s  wife  die  when 
he  hath  been  in  this  Society  three  years,  he  shall  receive  one 
pound,  and  if  he  hath  been  in  six  years  he  shall  receive  two 
pounds,  but  not  for  more  than  one  wife ;  such  amount  to  be  de¬ 
ducted  from  his  own  funeral  money. 

31.  That  if  any  charge  of  fraud  or  imposition  be  brought 
against  any  Member  at  the  time  of  such  Member  receiving  the 
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■weekly  allowance,  his  pay  shall  be  suspended  till  he  hath  cleared 
himself  from  the  imputation  ;  and  if  any  Member  of  this  Society 
cast  a  reflection  on  his  brother  Member  for  any  thing  he  hath 
received  from  this  Society ;  unless  he  prove  the  same  was  not 
lawfully  received,  he  shall  be  fined  as  the  President,  Wardens, 
and  Assistants  shall  think  proper. 

32.  That  if  any  Member  of  this  Society  behave  improperly 
during  the  hours  of  meeting,  as  offering  to  lay  wagers,  swearing, 
using  unbecoming  language,  &c.,  or  continue  to  talk  when  the 
President  hath  demanded  silence,  he  for  every  such  offence  shall 
be  fined  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Assistants. 

33 .  That  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  sit  in  the  President’s 
room  on  the  meeting  night  with  the  Presidents,  Wardens,  and 
Assistants,  only  the  two  Presidents  latest  in  Office,  or  any  other 
Member  who  may  have  business  to  transact  with  the  Society; 
any  Member  violating  this  Article  shall  forfeit  one  shilling. 

34.  If  any  Member  remove  his  place  of  residence,  he  shall 
give  notice  to  the  Beadle  in  three  meeting  nights  after  such  re¬ 
moval,  or  pay  threepence  to  the  Beadle,  to  be  paid  within  three 
meeting  nights  after,  or  be  fined  one  shilling. 

35.  That  any  Member  enlisting  in  the  army,  navy,  fencibles, 
or  regular  militia,  shall,  when  attested,  be  excluded  this  Society, 
but  any  Member,  being  balloted  in  the  regular  militia,  shall 
neither  pay  to  nor  receive  any  benefit  from  the  funds  of  this 
Society  during  his  actual  service  therein  ;  if,  however,  after  such 
service,  he  return  a  sound  Member,  he  shall,  on  paying  off  all 
arrears  due  from  him  at  the  time  he  was  ballotted,  again  be 
entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  this  Society  nevertheless,  the  time 
of  such  service  shall  not  be  allowed  to  form  any  part  of  the  term 
in  reckoning  his  benefit  or  funeral  money ;  but  if  such  Member 
do  not  appear  at  the  Club-room  within  two  months  after  his 
discharge,  he  shall  be  excluded. 

36.  All  matters  in  dispute  between  this  Society  and  any 
person  or  officer  acting  in  behalf  of  this  Society,  any  Member  or 
person  claiming  to  be  a  Member  of  this  Society,  or  account  of 
anv  Member,  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration,  who  shall  decide 
such  dispute  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
Rules  of  this  Society,  and  not  otherwise,  for  which  purpose  five 
Arbitrators  shall  be  elected- at  the  first  meeting  held  after  the 
enrolment  of  these  Rules,  who  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  be 
beneficially  interested  in  this  Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  lot  in  each  case  of  dispute,  and  whenever  any  va- 
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©ancy  shall  occur  from  death  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  supplied  at  the  next  monthly  meeting  night. 

37.  If  any  Member  think  himself  aggrieved  at  any  thing  done, 
or  omitted  to  be  done  by  this  Society,  he  shall  require  the  Pre¬ 
sident  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  if  the 
President  neglect  to  do  so  within  eight  days,  a  meeting  shall  be 
called  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  hear  the  matter  in 
dispute,  and  if  their  decision  be  not  satisfactorily  to  the  parties 
so  aggrieved,  they  shall,  if  he  require  them  so  to  do  in  his  pre¬ 
sence,  draw  by  lot  three  arbitrators,  to  whom  the  matter  in  dis¬ 
pute  shall  be  referred,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final.  If  any 
one  or  more  of  the  three  Arbitrators  be  absent,  or  neglect  or  re¬ 
fuse  to  arbitrate  within  eight  days  of  such  appointment,  a  fresh 
appointment  shall  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  from  the 
list  of  Arbitrators ;  and  if  the  President,  or  Standing  Committee, 
refuse  or  neglect  to  appoint  Arbitrators  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the 
Arbitrators  so  appointed  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  their  award 
within  forty  days  afterwards,  such  Member  so  aggrieved  shall 
have  the  right  to  apply  to  the  Magistrate  to  have  the  matter  in 
dispute  heard  and  decided. 

38.  That  such  part  of  the  stock  as  the  exigencies  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  may  not  require,  shall  be  invested  in  real  security,  pursuant 
to  10  Geo.  4,  c.  56,  s.  13,  such  securities  to  be  approved  by  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  such  investment  shall  be  made  in  the  names  of  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being. 

N.B.  All  buildings  must  be  insured  from  loss  from  fire, 
at  the  expense  of  the  mortgagee. 

39.  That  in  case  of  the  expenditure  of  the  current  year  ex¬ 
ceeding  its  income  (if  the  Committee  deem  it  necessary),  the 
loss  shall  be  proportioned  to  each  Member,  to  be  paid  by  quar¬ 
terly  instalments,  for  such  neglect,  at  the  general  night,  shall 
forfeit  one  shilling  extra. 

40.  That  all  General  Meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  con¬ 
vened  by  the  President  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Committee, 
or  by  a  requisition  signed  by  twenty  Members,  and  when  so 
called,  the  Assistants  shall  issue  notices  on  the  three  previous 
Club  nights  to  such  meeting  taking  place. 

N.B.  Such  notice  also  to  be  placed  in  the  Club-room  as 
conspicuous  as  possible. 

41.  That  this  Society  shall  not  be  dissolved  or  broken  up 
without  the  concurrence  of  five-sixths  of  the  existing  Members 
in  conformity  with  10  Geo.  4th,  c.  56,  s.  26. 
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42.  Any  Member  being  fined  for  a  breach  of  these  Rules,  and 
not  paying  the  same  within  six  months  after  such  fine  is  levied, 
shall  be  suspended  from  all  benefit  till  the  fine  be  paid ;  if  not 
paid  within  six  months,  to  be  excluded. 

N.B.  This  has  reference  to  special  fines. 

43.  That  the  funds  of  this  Society,  contributions,  fines,  for¬ 
feitures  of  the  Members,  and  all  other  money  which  shall  be 
subscribed,  paid,  or  given  to,  or  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  this 
Society,  and  dividends,  interests,  and  proceeds  arising  therefrom, 
shall  be  appropriated  in  the  manner,  and  for  the  beneficial  in¬ 
terests  and  purposes  herein  before  described,  and  not  otherwise. 

44.  That  three  Trustees  shall  be  elected  on  a  quarterly  night, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Society, 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  or  vacancies,  another  or  others  shall  be 
elected  in  like  manner. 

45.  That  a  book  or  books  be  kept,  in  which  all  monies  re¬ 
ceived  or  paid  on  account  of  any  particular  fund  or  benefit  for 
which  the  Rules  of  the  Society  provide  shall  be  entered  in  a 
separate  account,  distinct  from  the  monies  received  and  paid  on 
account  of  any  other  benefit  or  provision.  (9  &  10  Viet.,  e. 
27,  s.  4.) 

46.  The  Returns  of  the  Rate  of  Sickness  and  Mortality  re¬ 
quired  by  law  to  be  sent  by  every  Friendly  Society  at  intervals 
of  five  years  shall  be  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies 
in  England ,  according  to  such  Form  as  shall  be  prepared  for  that 
purpose  by  the  said  Registrar  under  the  direction  of  one  of  Her 
Majesties  principal  Secretaries  of  State ;  and  with  every  such 
Return  shall  be  sent  a  Report  of  the  Assets  and  Liabilities  of 
such  Society. 

47.  The  Treasurer,  Trustees,  Stewards,  or  other  principal 
officer  of  every  such  Society,  who  by  the  Rules  of  such  Society 
are  or  is  bound  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  the  yearly 
General  Statement  of  the  Funds  and  Effects  of  such  Society, 
shall  be  the  persons  who  shall  be  respectively  bound  to  make  or 
cause  to  be  made,  and  to  send  to  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  So¬ 
cieties,  the  said  Returns  of  the  Rate  of  Sickness  and  Mortality, 
and  the  said  Report  of  the  Assets  and  Liabilities  of  such  Society ; 
and  every  such  person  who  shall  refuse  or  wilfully  neglect  to 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  or  to  send  the  said  Returns  of  Sick¬ 
ness  or  Mortality,  or  the  said  Report  of  the  Assets  and  Liabi¬ 
lities  of  such  Society,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  said  Acts,  or  this  Act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 


exceeding  the  sum  of  five  pounds,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs, 
before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  where  such 
Society  shall  have  its  place  of  meeting,  and  on  non-payment 
thereof  the  same,  with  the  reasonable  costs  of  conviction,  shall 
be  levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
offenders  by  warrant  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  such  Justices. 
(9  &  10  Viet.  c.  27,  s.  6.) 

48.  That  this  Society  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred  members.
